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REMARKS 

Applicants appreciate the indication at paragraphs 6 and 7 of the Office Action ibst 
claims 5^6, 8-13, 16-19, 23, 25-28, and 30-3 1 are directed to allowable subject matter. 

Statas of ibe Claims 

Claims 4-5, 16, and 23 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1-3, 
6-15. 17-22, and 24-32 are pending. 

Amendments to the Specification 

The Abstxact of the Disclosure, paragraph [0037], has been amended to overcome the 
objections to the Abstract of the Disclosure under MPEP §608.01(b) at pajcagraphs 1 and 2 of the 
OflBce Action, No new matter has been added 

Objections to tfae Claims 

The Office has objected to claims 13 and 25-28 under 37 C.F.R. §L75(c). Applicants 
respectfully submit that the amendments to claims 13 and 25-28 overcome the objections. 

35 U.S*C. §102(e) Rejections 

The QflBce has rejected claims 1-4, 7, 14-15, 20-22, 24, 29, and 32 under 35 U,S.C. 
§1 02(e), at paragraphs 4-5, pages 3-8 of the Office Action, as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2005/0033853 C^Jones'O. Applicants have amended independent 
claim 1 to include the subject matter of allowable claim 5. In addition. Applicants have amended 
independent claim 14 to include the subject matter of allowable claim 16, and Applicants have 
amended independent claim 21 to include the subject matter of allowable claim 23. Hence, 
claims 1, 14, and 21 are allowable. 

Claims 2-3 and 7 depend fix)m claim 1, which AppKcants have shown to be allowable. 
Accordmgly, claims 2-3 and 7 are also allowable, at least by virtue of their dependency from 
claim 1, Additionally, claims IS and 20 depend from claim 14, which Applicants have shown to 
be allowable, Accordmgly, claims 15 and 20 are also allowable, at least by virtue of their 
dependency from claim 14. Further, claims 22, 24, 29, and 32 dep^d from claim 21, which 
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Applicants have sho\^n to be aUowable. Accordingly, claims 22, 24, 29, and 32 are also 
allowable, at least by virtue of their dependency from claim 21.
